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Energy-Conservation Efforts Are Paying Off

This fiscal year, Juniata will spend 
two-thirds of a million dollars to pay its 
oil, natural gas and electric bills. 

And you thought your heating bills 
were high? 

“Yet without our present 
cost-avoidance efforts,” notes 
Business Manager William R. 
Alexander ’66, “that figure would be 
much higher yet.” 

Alexander uses “avoid” with care. ” 
“It's virtually impossible to ‘reduce’ 
expenditures,” he explains. “Our rate 
foroil went up 75% last year, while gas 
went up 40% and electricity 20%. 
Already this year, oil is up another 
30%, gas another 40%, and electricity 
another 5-10%.” 

What the College is doing is 
“avoiding” costs by using energy 
more efficiently. Despite its enrollment 
increase and its heating new buildings 
last year, Juniata reduced gas and oil 
consumption by 6.5%, holding the line 
on electric. 

To date in 1980-81, despite a new 
record enrollment, similar figures have 
been earned. 


STEAM SYSTEM KEY 


Critical to controlling costs is the 
College’s central steam-heating 
system. Three boilers are fired with 
both gas and oil, their steam then 
heating the campus. 

Once the steam becomes water 
again, it returns to the boilers. Any 
leakage losses are replaced, then it 
makes its circuit again. 

“Gas being cheaper than oil right 
now, Alexander points out, “we use it 
exclusively for seven months. Not 
enough is available during the winter, 
however, so we have to use oil then as 
well.” 

New valves for the boilers, providing 
a better mix of gas and air, have 
improved their energy efficiency. An 
“economizer” has also been added, 
using hot flue gases leaving the boilers 
to pre-heat the return water before it 
actually re-enters. This provides, in 
effect, 30 degrees of free heat en route 
to the water's re-boiling. 

In addition, the College has 
engaged engineers to study the entire 
heating system, including its life 
expectancy, its present efficiency 
(and ways for improving same), and 
the feasibility of using alternative fuels, 
such as coal. Until 1974, the boilers 
were fired by coal —the bins for which 
remain — though part of the system 
was gas and oil as early as 1969. 


DISTRIBUTION IMPROVED 
After the boilers, of course, comes 


the steam-distribution network, where 
large strides have also been made. 


“When steamlines leak,” Alexander 
explains, “we naturally have to create 
more steam than we need. We must 
also replace lost water, however, from 
a cold city tap, and this requires 
heating ‘from scratch,’ unlike the 
warmer return water already in the 
system.” 

To prevent mineral build-up, all 
replacement water must be softened 
as well, creating additional expense. 
College water bills ran $26,000 last 
year, water-treatment bills another 
$10,500. Before steamline 
replacement began, lost water 
amounted to as much as 27,000 
gallons per day. 

“Obviously, we must do all we canto 
reduce leakage,’ Alexander 
continues. “We're replacing many 
sections of our steamlines (three 
major, several smaller), as they've 
literally disintegrated over the years. 
Our granular insulation failed to ‘cure’ 
(solidify into a glass-like substance), 
letting moisture and our acidic soil eat 
right into the pipes. 

“Acting like a sponge, it may even 
have accelerated the disintegration 
process.” 

Thicker pipe is now being used, asis 
anew substance — Protexulate — for 
insulation and protection. Remaining 
chalk-like, Protexulate does not have 
to cure, and “absolutely will not retain 
water.” 


OTHER INVESTMENTS 


“These are hardly exciting ways to 
be spending money,” Alexander 
concedes. “But we view them as 
investments. We're spending now to 
Save considerably later — within two or 
three years, in fact.” 

Further investments are being made 
— still within the heating sphere — ina 
number of campus buildings, 
including Oller Hall, where 
improvements are planned for the 
heating and ventilation systems and 
insulation will be increased. Partial 
funding for this — $65,000 — will come 
from the Pew Memorial Trust. 

Improved insulation and heating 
systems were also part of the 
renovation which helped create the 
Dana Humanities Cluster and restored 
Founders Hall. Also within the Cluster, 
the Humanities Center was built to be 
energy-efficient. Constructed partially 
into a bank, only half its north face is 
exposed, among other measures. 

“Of course,” Alexander notes, “the 
architects for the Sports+ Recreation 
Center are giving energy efficiency 
high priority. Alternative forms of 
energy — including solar — are being 
considered for various applications.” 

An infrared survey will also be 
conducted this winter, determining 
what buildings are losing the most heat

Placement Office Logs 
Another Big Year 


Juniata’s Career Planning and 
Placement Office, already considered 
a model service by other institutions, 
turned in another big year forthe Class 
of 1980. 

By the end of September — four 
months after Commencement — of 
members of the class registered for 
placement, 81% had accepted 
full-time employment, or had entered 
graduate and professional schools. 

Of the 19% unemployed, notes 
Placement Director William B. Martin 
‘59, one-third had not received their 
degrees until August, and only slightly 
more than half were actively seeking 
employment. 

some 45% of Office registrants were 
working. Major firms included IBM, 
Dow Chemical, GTE, New York Life 


and National Cash Register. Also 
represented were the FBI, the Army 
Corps of Engineers, the National Park 
service, many social service agencies 
and nine school districts. 

some 36% had entered 12 different 
health-related schools (medical, 
dental, podiatry, etc.), four law 
schools, and some 40 graduate 
programs. The latter included 
chemistry, biology, geology, computer 
science, engineering, psychology, 
pharmacy, child development, 
business administration and 
international relations, among others. 

Martin also notes that in 1979-80, 
every student interviewed on campus 
had a second, “in-plant” interview, 
and 98% received a job offer. 








Grant To Bring Writer 


Through its first-ever grant from the 
National Endowment for the Arts, 
Juniata will sponsor a 
writer-in-residence during its 
upcoming spring term, sharing the 
artist with the regional community. 

The $4,500 grant, awarded under 
the NEA’s Residencies for Writers 
Project, will be matched with college 
funding, including monies from the 
Edith B. Wertz Endowment for Support 
of Cultural Events. As of press time, the 
writer had yet to be named. 

While the NEA will make 123 such 
grants during fiscal 1981, just four will 
- gO to Pennsylvania organizations. 
Juniata’s is the largest of those. 

The resident will work with Ralph B. 
Church, associate professor of English 
and department chairman, primarily 
with creative writing students. Church 
will serve as project director for the 
March 8-May 31 endeavor.

Libraries Add 
Microform Set 


Almost 20,000 books in eight cubic 
feet of space? 

No, it's not a mad compactor at 
work, but the latest advance for the 
College libraries: the Microbook 
Library of American Civilization. 

According to Libraries Director 
Dr. David H.Eyman, the collection of 
some 19,000 volumes — normally 
requiring more than 2,000 feet of shelf 
Space — covers all aspects of 
American life and literature through the 
outbreak of World War |. 

Each book is contained on a single 
3x5"’ film card, or “microfiche,” then 
projected on a desk or lap reader to a 
larger-than-original page size. Many 
volumes in the collection, Dr. Eyman 
adds, are rare or out-of-print, and 
“some are unavailable in even the 
finest libraries in the world.” 

To date, less than 300 libraries own 
the Microbook collection, which brings 
College library holdings (in the L.A. 
Beeghly and Myers Science) to more 
than 200,000 volumes. 
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Out, “to sponsor public readings and 
lectures, including two or three in area 
high schools, and additional 
off-campus projects with the County 
Arts Council.” 

Juniata has sponsored visiting 
writers since the early 1960s, with 
Church directing the various programs 
Since 1967. Among those spending 
shorter stays have been Jack Gilbert, 
Stephen Spender, H.L. Van Brunt, 
Galway Kinnell and Eugene Platt. 

Three others — Willard Trask, Martin 
Russ and Bink Noll — have been 
sponsored for full terms. 


Science Event 
Draws Crowd 
To College Hill 


Representing 14 Pennsylvania high 
schools, 184 selected students were 
on hand October 29 for Juniata’s 
seventh annual “Invitational 
Conference on Current Problems in 
Science.” 

Making full use of the acclaimed 
Brumbaugh Science Center, 
conferees were treated to 
demonstrations, lectures and movies 
addressing recent discoveries in 
mathematics, computer science and 
the natural sciences. 

Demonstrations ranged from 
“Computer Versatility” to “Scanning 
Electron Microscopy,” while lectures

and where. In the meantime, special 
weather-stripping is sealing doors, 
temperatures have been lowered in all 
facilities, and consumable water (for 
showers, etc.) is not quite as hot as it 
was. 

Finally, the electric bill. “In Memorial 
Gymnasium, for example, we've 
replaced 48 incandescent bulbs (of 
the 1,000-watt variety) with 20 
high-pressure sodium bulbs (400 
watts). We get better lighting for 
considerably less expense.” 

Saving $3,000-$4,000 per year, the 
new buibs will pay for themselves in 
just three years. 


In addition, outdoor incandescent 
lighting is receiving the same 
improvement (one reason for the rosier 
glow on campus), and multi-level 
lighting is being installed in new and 
renovated buildings. 

Further cost-avoidance may result 
from installing “demand” and 
“consumption” meters, a move now 
being studied. Electric bills can be 
lowered, it is felt, by “shedding loads 
when approaching pre-determined 
peak loads.” | 

“We're making considerable 
progress,” Alexander concludes. 
“And by learning more and more about 
the campus — through upcoming 
energy audits and studies of that 
nature — we'll avoid even greater 
costs.”

Harriers MAC Champs; 
Spikers 3rd In East 


The College’s newest varsity team 
captured the spotlight from its older 
brothers and sisters, a final look at the 
fall sports season reveals. 

The women’s cross country squad 
gave Juniata its first-ever women’s 
team title in the Middle Atlantic 
Conference, and its first team title in 
any sport since the 1973 track squad 
turned the trick. 

The volleyball and men’s cross 
country squads also had highly 
successful seasons, while the football, 
field hockey and soccer squads 
showed varied levels of success this 
year and potential for the future. 


WOMEN’S CROSS COUNTRY (4-4) 


The women had come within eight 
points of an undefeated dual season, 
losing three meets by a single marker, 
and coach Bill Latimore felt the Tribe 
would do well at the MACs. But even 
he did not expect the outstanding 
performance turned in by his fledgling 
squad, which tied Delaware Valley for 
the conference title. 

Freshman Carolyn Andre paced the 
Indians in all six of their outings, 
placing ninth in the conference meet. 
she captured one overall first (against 
York) and set the Tribe record for a 
home-team runner on Juniata’s 
3.25-mile course, 22:42.

As a team, the Indians outgained 
their nine opponents by 61 yards per 
game, 310-249. Their 2,789 total yards 
were the fourth-most ever forthe Tribe. 

senior co-captain Steve Lach joined 
Miles as a first-team pick, All-MAC 
North, while Blauch was accorded 
honorable mention. Lach was named 
for the third time as the first-team 
safety, while Miles was tapped as a 
running back. Blauch repeated as an 
honorable mention, having made the 
first team as a freshman. 

Lach also received honorable 
mention, ECAC Division ||| All-East 
southern Region. 


FIELD HOCKEY (4-4-2) 


The stickers finished with a .500 
record for the fifth consecutive year. 
Letdowns against several weaker 
Opponents kept the Indians from a 
winning season. 

Highlighting the year was a 0-0 tie 
with Division Ill National Champion 


Gettysburg. The Indians, in fact, tied 
the Bullets for the MAC SouthWest 
Section title, but Gettysburg won a 
playoff game to advance to 
post-season competition. 

Four Indians — sophomore halfback 
Barb Pearson, freshman wing Liz Abel, 
junior goalie Nanci Young and 
sophomore halfback Clair 
Warmerdam — were named to the 
Coaches’ All-Star Team in the MAC 
southern Division. Pearson, Abel and 
Young were first-team selections, 
while Warmerdam received honorable 
mention. 

The Tribe placed more players on 
the conference squad than any other 
team, despite the fact that Gettysburg, 
F&M and Elizabethtown ail finished in 
the top five nationally. 

Pearson, Warmerdam and senior 
Bonnie Cieslar were also named to 
Susquehanna Field Hockey 
Association All-Star teams. 

Abel paced the Indians offensively, 
scoring three goals and five assists. 
Freshman Patty Price added four 
goals and two assists. Young ranked 
fourth in goalie statistics in the overall 
MAC, stopping 55 shots and allowing 
seven goals in eight contests for an 
.887 save percentage. 


SOCCER (0-12) 


For the second-year booters, finally, 
this season was a replay of last year. 
Playing many of the leading teams in 
Pennsylvania, the Indians had trouble 
scoring, while also suffering periodic 
defensive lapses. 

Junior center-forward Gus Creedon 
paced the Indians offensively, tallying 
one goal and one assist.

Founders Renovation 


Oldest Grad Completes Campaign 


Beula Mierley '02, Juniata’s oldest 
alumnus, has begun her 101st year in 
extremely special fashion: with the 
final gift toward the restoration of 
historic Founders Hall, which turned 
101 last spring. 

Miss Mierley, who was featured in 
the November Bulletin, celebrated her 
100th birthday September 14. Justlast 
month, her sizeable gift put the 
College “over the top” in its Founders 
Hall campaign. 

Renovation of Founders — the first 
building on the present campus — 
began in June, 1979, and reached 
completion last January. Cost of the 
project was $385,000. 

Primarily, the building's original 
wooden timbers were reinforced. 
However, anew roof was also installed 
and interiors were refurbished, among 
other improvements. 

“We are most grateful,” said 
President Binder in announcing Miss 
Mierley’s gift, “to all those who helped 
in the project. Founders Hall has 
meant many things to many people, as 
their generous support has shown. 
Perhaps above all, it willalways remind 
us of our brave — though humble — 
beginnings, and of just how far this 
institution has come. 

“We're especially pleased,’ he 
continued, “that the final gift should 
come from Miss Mierley. Not only do 
hers and Founders’ lives share a span 
of time, but Miss Mierley has spent so 
many of her years — in teaching, in 
nursing, in caring for her family — in 
providing service to others.” 

Dedication of “The Building” came 
on April 17, 1879, and the name 
Founders Hall in the mid-1890s. An 
annex, Ladies Hall, was first occupied 
in 1890, but no new buildings were 
added to the campus until 1895. Of 
existing buildings, Carnegie Hallis the 
second oldest by 28 years. 

Miss Mierley was born in Hill Valley, 
Huntingdon County, and graduated 
from the Brethren Normal School — 
now Juniata — in 1902. 

She taught locally for two years, took 
her nurse’s training at Philadelphia's 
Presbyterian Hospital, then practiced

nursing through 1933 in Philadelphia, 
New York and Altoona. At that time, 
she returned to Huntingdon to care for 


her mother and brother. 
She presently resides in Huntingdon 
with her niece, Helen Hess Mierley '25. 
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lt was standing room only (onstage and off) in Oller Hall last month, when the Choral Union — 140 voices strong — joined with 
the Nittany Valley Symphony in presenting G.F. Handel’s Messiah. Bruce A. Hirsch directed.
